The committee on episcopacy made 
a report recommending the election of 
three new bishop#. Report went to the 
callendar. 
The college of bishops in 
IU address had suggested two new 
bishops, while the laymen in a memo­ 
rial have asked for five, one of whom Is 
to be in charge of foreign missions. 
The episcopacy committee also report­ 
ed that it had passed on the characters 
of all eleven bishops. 
It recommend­ 
ed the continnation of Bishops Cran­ 
berry and O. P. Fitzgerald on the su­ 
perannuated Hat, and said that in the 
assignment for episcopal duty due re­ 
gard had been given to the impaired 
health of Bishop Duncan. 
The com­ 
mittee 
also 
recommended 
twelve 
months’ exemption from active duty 
for Bishop Smith because of his poor 
health. 
The salaries of active bishops 
were fixed at 94,000 each, superannuat­ 
ed bishops at 12,000 each and widows 
of deceased bishops at 91,000 each. 


SHOT BY WATCHMAN. 


Partite Were In a Car of Merchandise 
When Fired Upon. 
Chattanooga, May 
12.—H erb Cor- 
neilson of Danville, Ky., was killed 
and Jack Richardson 
of 
Lexington, 
Ky., fatally wounded in a m erchandise 
car in the Cincinnati Southern freight 
yards here a t 3 o’clock Saturday morn­ 
ing by one of the road’s watchmen, 
who m ust have fired a t least six shots. 
It is thought they w ere engaged in 
robbing the car when discovered. On 
the person of Richardson was found a 
loaded revolver, one of the charges of 
which had been fired. He was shot in 
th ree places. Cornelison was killed by 
a bullet in the head. 


W ashington. May 12.—Consideration 
of the rate bill was continued in the 
■enate Friday. 
Senator Allison pre­ 
cented the first of his compromise 
amendments. It strikes out the words 
'fairly rem unerative” from the fourth 
section of the bill as descriptive of 
the rates which th e intersU te com­ 
merce 
commission 
prescribes. 
The 
am endm ent was adopted w ithout de­ 
bate or division. 
The second am endm ent, lim iting to 
two years, the continuance of the com* 
m ission's orders, was also adopted. 
A fter two of the Allison amend­ 
ments to the rate bill had been adopt­ 
ed, 
Senator 
Bailey 
presented 
his 
amendment prohibiting inferior Unit- 
States courts from issuing tem pora­ 
ry injunctions against bae orders of 
th# commission. 
Speaking in support 
©r his amendment, Mr. Bailey quoted 
the message of the president of 1904. 
and his Raleigh, N. C., speech as In 
■apport of the idea contained in his 
(Bailey’s) amendment 
’’With these two recommendations 
before me,” continued Mr. Bailey ”1 
otd every reason to believe that the 
president would support this proposi­ 
tion, which would make them effect­ 
ive, and yet recent events show that 
■ach hope was without foundation.** 
He then said then said that the so- 
cailed Allison amendment was the 
work of the president, and declared 
that he had failed to justify the hope 
he had raised. 
On roll call the Bailey amendment 
was lost 
Senator 
Culberson then precented 
M amendment requiring that injunc­ 
tions should not be granted without 
hearings, and also imposing other con 
diUons. 
The provision was opposed by Sen­ 
ator Carter, not because of its require­ 
ment for hearings, but because it cov­ 
ers so many other subjects which had 
not received consideration. 
The closer we remain to the orig­ 
inal text of the bill the more certain 
we are to secure logical legislation.”

The am endm ent was voted down by 
a strict party vote, except th at Sena­ 
tor La Follette© voted in the affirm a­ 
tive with the Democrats.
